The trustees of the Andover town library submit the 
following report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1908. 

The number of books issued during the year at Andover 
Center was 1842, the number of borrowers was 174. 
At East Andover the number of books issued was 394 
and the number of borrowers, 52. ‘Total circulation 
2196 ; total number of borrowers, 226. 

If the citizens of the town would take pains to ascertain 
the number and the quality of the books in the library it 
would result probably in a largely increased number of 
readers. There is need of a much wider circulation, 
and as the suggestions expressed in the report for 1905-6 
are still applicable we 1epeat them here. ‘‘There have 
never been better opportunities for every person in town 
to read good books than exist at the present time. New 
books are purchased two or three times a year and the 
increasing value of the collection should be appreciated 
by an additional number of readers.
